The judf^e did not deny the motion 
but on the other band Is hearing the 
artruments on the law points of the 
motion and It Is not Improbable that 
the motion may be (granted. 


It Is expected-that the case of Enos 
Coffin vs the St. Joseph & Benton Har 
bor street railway company will be 
finished this week. 


This morning tfie jury In the case 
visited the street car tracks where the 
fatal accident occurred. 
It was the 
contention of the attorneys for Mr 
Coffin that the double tracks at the 
place where the accidcnt 
occurred 
were not far enouijfh apart. 
The jury 
took the measurements and found that 
the tracks were four fact four inches 
apart while the law only provides that 
they shall be three feet seven inches.

>ns, which quickly brought forth from 
Blckerstaff admissions that he had lied 
en under oath and when not under 
iDath; that he had perjured himself at 
the command of the Henderson-Ames 
company and a number of other dis- 
creditable things.

Havana, May 17.—W arrants were is- 
fued Wednesday evening for the arrest 
of E. P. Thompson, the Havana post­ 
master; W. H. Reeves, deputy auditor 
of the island, and Edward Moya and 
Jorge Masearo, Cuban clerks in the 
Btampdepartment, and by seven o’clock 
all were lodged in the Vivac, the tombs 
of Havana. 
This was done under the 
advice of the postal inspectors who ar­ 
rived Wednesday. It is considered now 
that Beeves is equally guilty 
with 
Neely. 
Investigation as to the record 
of the clerk in the military department 
who handled several hundred dollars’ 
worth of stamps proves th at the trans­ 
action, so far as he is concerned, wa« 
legitimate. 
The stamps were 
pur­ 
chased at the request of his brother, 
who is a stamp collector in the United 
States, for $800. They were of the old 
issue and were obtained from Neely. 
The arrest of Thompson caused great 
surprise in the city. It is looked upon 
as the precursor of many other arrests. 
Gen. Wood felt, as did the special in­ 
spect ors, that it would be better to 
have the suspected persons arrested 
and to give the men opportunity to ob­ 
tain bail than to keep them indefinite­ 
ly under close supervision at a time 
when the detectives are badly needed 
for other work. 


AdinttH Wronic-Doliiar. 


Havana, May 17.—Postmaster E. P. 
Thompson, of Havana local office, has 
signed a sw’orn statem ent in w’hich 
he says that September 16 last, being 
in need of money, he took from the 
money order funds $435, giving his 
memorandum as a receipt for 
the 
same. 
When the 
inspections 
were 
held Mr, Thompson ordered a clerk 
in charge of the monej' order depart­ 
ment to place rem ittances 
received 
th at day, which would not have to 
be accounted for until the following 
day, sufficient to cover the am ount'oi 
his receipt, which w’as therewith with­ 
drawn until after the inspection. This 
was kept up until April 7, when the 
special agents unexpectedly 
discov­ 
ered the receipt, which Mr. Thompson 
then paid. 
He 
also 
admits 
that 
Charles F. Neely, late financial agent 
of posts, at Havana, indorsed a bill 
for $350 which Thompson 
had 
dis­ 
counted by the North American Trust 
company. Thompson admits other ir­ 
regularities in connection with his de­ 
partm ent. 


Snrpriae In IVaablnirton. 


W^ashington, May 17.—The confes­ 
sion of Postm aster Thompson at Ha­ 
vana came as a complete surprise to 
the oflicials of the post office depart­ 
ment. who had generally been of opin­ 
ion that among those who could not 
possibly be involved

transactions was Mr. Thompson, who 
was regarded as a man of high integ­ 
rity.

Washington. May 17.—Discussion of 
the adminlstratiou of affairs in Cuba 
by agents of the United States occu­ 
pied the attention of the fienate dur­ 
ing the greater part of 'Wednesday's 
session.

He said it 
was due the people of this country to 
know just how the affairs in the is­ 
land were being conducted; and, Bince 
the disclosures of the past few days 
had been made with resj)eet to the al 
leged misappropriation of funds in 
the postal service, the obligation upon 
congress to nuike an investigation w’as 
doubly heavy, 
lie urged 
th a t the 
honor of the country depended upon 
its being able to clear away the fraud 
and corruption which, it w'as charged, 
had been discovered. He insisted that 
the government of the United States 
had no authority in Cuba, and tie- 
mauded to know how soon it pro­ 
posed to redeem its pledge and leave 
the gove^iiment of the island to its 
inhabitants. The resolution was made 
subject to the call of 
any senator, 
Senator Tlatt (Conn.) expressing a de­ 
sire to address himself to some of the 
statements Senator Bacon had made.

Rook Island A rsenal to lie Kqulpped 
for the M anufoctnrc of 
Gan*. 


Owing to a m istake in an estim ate 
made last year by the ordnance bu­ 
reau of the war department, the Hook 
Island arsenal has not been equipped 
for m anufacturing sm all arms, and it 
will be necessary to secure an addi­ 
tional appropriation at this cowgresa 
before thç work of installing 
ma 
chinery will begin. 
A movement of 
this kind is on foot, and one of the 
general appropriation bills will carry 
I appropriation of at least $500,- 
000, so as to enable the war depart­ 
ment to place the machinery in the 
buildings at Kock Island for the m an­ 
ufacture of sm all arms of the latest 
pattern. 


IvBst year the house com m ittee on 
m ilitary affairs asked the ordnance 
bureau to prepare an 
estim ate 
of 
cost for equipping 
those 
buildings. 
This was done, and the amount was 
fixed at $350.000. 
This was appropri­ 
ated last year, and is now at the dis­ 
posal of the secretarj' of war. 
Con­ 
gress had hardly adjourned, however 
when it Avas learned a serious m istake 
had been made in the estim ate, and 
that $50.000- Avould be needed instead 
of $350,OOflL As the amount at the dis 
posai of the secretary of war was less 
than half of that required, it was 
decided to do notliing in the m atter 
until the m oney necessary to 
fully 
equip Rotik Island should be appro­ 
priated by congress.

W ashington, May 17.—Representa­ 
tive Sulzer, of New York, chairm an of 
the comm ittee to receive the Boer del­ 
egates in W ashington, W ednesday re­ 
ceived a telegram from Messrs. Fischer, 
Wessels and W olmerans, stating th at 
they could not leave New York before 
Friday. 
Mr. Sulzer then announced 
the program m e as follows: 


On Thursday night, a com m ittee con­ 
sisting of three United States senators, 
three representatives, and a num ber of 
pron^inent citizens will go toNc?w York 
to escort the delegates here. They will 
leave New York Friday m orning and 
will be m et at the depot here by a 
comm ittee of 200 and taken to the Ar­ 
lington hotel, where quarters have been 
engaged by the reception committee. 


On Friday night an inform al recep­ 
tion W’ lU be held a t the hotel, and on 
Baturday m orning the Boer delegates 
will call to see the president. 


On Sunday night there will be a tweet­ 
ing at the Grand opera house, W'hen 
the three delegates will 
speak 
and 
there wi,ll be addresses also by senators 
and representatives. 


Mr. Sulzer says the stay of the dele­ 
gates w'ill be made the occasion of a 
notable dem onstration. 


The commissioners of the D istrict of 
Columbia declined an invitation to take 
p a rt in the reception of the Boer en­ 
voys. 
Commissioner 3lacFariand. the 
presiden't of th e board, said the com­ 
m issioners all believe that othcial con­ 
nection w ith the reception would be 
im proper on their part. 


London, May 17.—T he Briti*'h publid 
is keenly expectant of the announce­ 
m ent th a t M afeking has 
been 
re ­ 
lieved. 
In arm y circles the opinion 
seems to prevail th a t this h as already 
been 
accomplished, 
although 
tw o 
hours after m idnight the w ar office 
asserted th a t news of the relief had 
not been received. The steadfast cour­ 
age of the hunger-bitten garrison has 
produced a deep impression, and th e 
news of succor is aw aited w ith more 
anxiety than has been felt regarding 
any other event of the war.

are 
favorable to Clark as th eir representa­ 
tive in the hall# of congress. If the ap­ 
pointm ent is made before I reach Helena. 
I will have to accept the Inevitable.” 


Helena, Mont., May 17.—Lieut. Gov. 
Spriggs w'as asked Wednesday after­ 
noon if he cared to make an explana­ 
tion of his action in appointing: Sen­ 
ato r Clark instead of summ oning the 
legislature in .special session. He said: 


“My reason for taking the action I 
have taken may be summed up very brief­ 
ly. 
The people of the state of M ontana, 
through th e ir representatives chosen at 
a regular election, selected W. A. Clark 
to represent the state in the senate of 
the United States.

AT£! seem» occasionally to descend
